TO PRINT OR NOT TO PRINT 

In the legislature on Wednesday, while the 
Government was forcing through a bill to 
prevent the newspapers printing details about 
domestic “scraps” which lead the participants 
into court, uprose Mr. O. L. McPherson, Gov- 
ernment member for Little Bow, to complain 
that the newspapers had not published enough 
details about another kind of a scrap in which 
he had recently engaged 

The reports of his attack on the publisher 
of the Bulletin were unfair, he said, because 
full details had not been published; the con- 
versation which led up to the unpleasantness 
had not been printed. 

As between the complaint of the ex-Minister 


and the legislation fathered by the present Min- 


isters, Mr. McPherson may fairly claim to have 
the better of the argument. When a public mar 
slugs somebody in the halls of the legislative 


building, undoubtedly the public have an inte 
est in the proceedings. But they also in certe:: 
circumstances have quite as legitimate an inter 


est in disagreements which end in the courts. 

But just what does the Government want 
the newspapers to do, or not to do, anyway? 
They are penalized in the one instance if they 
publish details; while in the other case they 
are blamed for not publishing détails. It is 
suggested Mr. McPherson and his former asso- 
ciatgs and successors should get together in 
the matter and decide at least to all ask for 
the same thing. 

There is a good deal in the new legislation 
tO suggest that the Ministers think newspaper- 
men to be omniscient. That may be compli- 
mentary, but flattery won't pay fines; and 
newspaper men, whatever their other talents, 
are not mind-readers. Especially may they 
object to being called upon to create a con- 
formity that does not exist between the widely 
divergent views of Mr. McPherson and the 
cogitations of Mr. Lymburn on the subject of 
what measure of publicity is permissable and 
desirable.

There is alarm up the Coal Branch—that 
little world of hard-working folk hived away 
from the remainder of tre people of Alberta 
for lack of an easily-constructed highway. 
Word has gone out to the mines at Luscar, 


Cadomin and Mountain Park that supply the 
C.N.R. with steam coal, that 
prices are to be cut 50 cents 
a ton. 

Fifty cents a ton cut is 
more than the companies can 
absorb. The miners declare 
that they cannot stand for a 
cut in wages. There is all the 
danger of a strike, that will 
affect not only the companies 
but the five thousand men, 
women and children who live 
in that enclosed area. They 
have no hope of averting this calamity save 
from the moral support of the people of Al- 
berta. They are hoping that public opinion will 
be aroused to prevent the heads of the C.N.R. 
—and those who control them—from cutting 
the prices for Alberta coal.

This column recently told of the hard lot of 
the miner at work, and the dangers he faces. 
Since I started writing this column I had an 
interruption, A young miner came to see me, 
bringing with him a folio of letters about his 
case. A couple of years ago he was injured at 
work. His right foot was badly crushed. 
Despite all that doctors and surgery could do, 
his foot is still unable to sustain his weight at 
work. Doctors of the Workmen's Compensa- 
tion Board have reported his case as a perm- 
anent injury equal to 25 per cent of the loss 
of his right foot. 

How much do you think he gets for this 
injury that will forever stop him from follow- 
ing his occupation as a miner? Exactly $3.71 
per month. 

He can't demand an appeal, because the 
sort of Act passed in Alberta doesn't allow of 
appeals. He is told to look for light employ- 
ment. But there is no light employment around 
a mine. They don't pick coal from the comfort 
of swivel chairs. And what chance has a

Believe it or not, the 
freight rate is $5.20 a ton--with a rebate of 70 
cents if the coal is to be used for commercial 
purposes in competition with foreign coal. The 
freight rate on Alberta coal to Winnipeg is 
more than the cost of the coal itself. 


Don't curse the makers of freight tariffs in 
Canada. They have one attribute in common 
with the Almighty. They “move in a myster- 
ious way their wonders to perform.” 

Why should it cost $5.20 to haul a ton of 
Alberta coal 1000 miles eastward, when a ton 
of Nova Scotia coal is hauled 1000 miles west- 
ward for $3.80? 

The explanation given for charging 41% 
cents for hauling 100 pounds of wheat from 
Calg to Vancouver and only 8 1-3 cents for 
hauling the same quantity twice the distance 
from Owen Sound to Halifax doesn’t work. 
There are no Rocky Mountains between the 
Coal Branch and Winnipeg 

Actually, the rate charged for hauling Al- 
berta coal from the Coal Branch to Winnipeg 
—a distance of 1000 miles—is over three times 
the rate charged for hauling wheat 1300 miles 
from Georgian Bay ports to Halifax. 

Why should it cost $5.20 to haul a ton of 
Alberta coal 1000 miles, when wheat can be 
hauled 1300 miles to an eastern port at $1.67 
a ton? 

When you answer that question correctly, 
you're entitled to join the ranks of the fifty 
plutocrats who are the rea) rulers of Canada.

QUESTION—Mrs. T. B. writes: "My little 
girl has been troubled with sluggish elimina- 
tion for the past six years. I do not dare let 
her wait as it takes two or three days for the 
elimination to occur. I have been giving her 
mineral oil and small enemas and find that 
these measures work as well as anything.” 

ANSWER—I do not suggest that you rely 
on a treatment which you prescribe yourself 
for the child as I believe better rest will 
follow if you place her under the supervision 
of your doctor. After an examina eds using the 
fluoroscope and taking x-ray pictures, he will 
be able to tell you what is the cause of the 
delayed elimination in her particular case. If 
find that the mineral oil is satisfactory, he 
y advise you to continue giving the child 
substance. If considerable dryness is a 
marked feature, he may also suggest giving a 
small oil enema at night before retiring which 
s to be retained during sleep.

Director of Bartol Insti-|

To Philosophers 

PHILADELPHIA, April 19— A 
photon fog, which offers a new idea | 
of the creation of the universe, was | 
described to the American Philo 
sophical Society last night by Dr, 
W. F. G. Swann, director of the 
Bartol Institute. 

Photons are the small units into 
which the radiations or rays of 
stars are divided. They are the 
heat, light and other energy con- 
stantly streaming away from sun 
and stars, 

Science has believed this radia- 
tion could have ultimately only one | 
end, sun and stars at last cold, the 
present universe at an end. } 


CREATION FROM FOG | 

But Dr, Swann showed how it 
may be possible, though proof is | 
yet lacking, for this lost star| 
photon energy to form a universal | 
fog, out of which a new creation | 


might arise. His picture is not} 
altogether different from the ori- 
ginal void mentioned in the Bibfe 


and the original nebula taught in| 
the schools. | 

His subject was: “Is the universe | 
running down?” He did not at-| 
tempt to say where its origin crea- 
tion began, but how it might come 
to live again. 

Dr. Swann drew the picture of 
what the younger scientists believe 
to be transformation of energy | 
into solid matter, change of star and | 
sun rays into real particles, which | 
is sometimes called the creation of} 
matter. 

“Radiant energy.” he said, “exists 
in the form of definite units—call- | 
ed photons, In certain collisions of 
one of these photons with an atom 
nucleus, the photon becomes a pair 
of charged particles. 

“It may not be without interes 
to contemplate a final state of the 
universe where there were practi- 
cally nothing but photons hg rape 
ing through space.” 

This photon fog Dr. Swann then| 
compared with the nebular hypo- 
thesis, in which the fog of matter 
was made of particles instead of| 
photons. Gravitation would gather} 
the nebulous particles into stars, | 
suns and the earth.
